Hiram W. Johnson of Cali­ 
fornia telegraphed

Sta te Bryan a long explanation taken 
b y the legislature In passing the b ill. 
The message was in a n s w e r to tko 
request telegraphed to the gove rnor 
b y Secre tary Bryan at the direction or 
Preside nt Wilson that the b ill b e ve­ 
toed. 
The full text of the governor's mes­ 
sa ge fo llo ws: 
"Your very courteous telegram 
re­ 
lating to the alien land b ill reached 
me late Sunday night. 
I ta ke It from 
our eon versa t ions, and 
your request: 
made to me to withhold executive ac­ 
tion until opport unity was 
accorded* 
for the 
pre senta tion of 
suggestions 
from the federal government, that your 
telegram emb odies w hat it w as your 
wish and the wish of the pres ident to 
say to us b efore final action. 
"In this res ponse It is my design 
most respectfully to present the situ­ 
ation from our standpoint, 
an d 
the 
views that actua ted our legislature in 
passing the b ill, and that Impel me to 
sanction It. 
Prob lem Is Grave. 
"For m a ny years a very grave prob ­ 
lem, little unde rstood in the east, has 
confronted California; a prob lem tho 
seriousnes s of whieh has b een recog­ 
nized b y s ta te sm e n in our nation, and 
having b een viewed with appre hension 
b y the people of this state.
